The chief causes of infantile death 


aro prematurity, eongentlal debility 
and 
malformations, 
and 
infantile 


diarrhea. 
About 50 per cent of the 
deaths from infantile .'diarrhea, con- 
genital debility, measles and whoop- 
ing cough are due to insufficient or 
Improper feeding, says a report of the 
state board of health. 
Nearly all of
